Auditor Frank P James is going to
step into the breach and endeavor to
raise enough money for the State
treasury In back taxes from corpora
tions and individuals to tide over the
period until there shall be a good
working margin in the State treasury
so that there will be no necessity for

n session He says that he b

Ibackfor a good live Auditors agent in each
county In the State to ferret out the
delinquents and make them come in
with the cash Mr James will mak
an especial effort along this line dur
ing the next sixty or ninety days an
he believes that at the end of tha
time he will have results to show for
the financial campaign which he has

undertakenIf
necessary to collect the

delinquent taxes they will be brought
and he has secured an opinion fro
Attorney General Breathitt that th
claim for the State for taves remains
as long as a judgment under the law
Every corporation In Kentucky mus
pay a license tax of 30 cents on eac
1000 of its capital stock and but
few corporations have paid this tax
but Mr James says they must pay
it and the sooner they do it the less
expense they will be put to The
penalty increases rapidly and largely

Under the Kentucky law the delln
quent taxes of a propertyowner must
be sold at public auction and if there
is no purchaser the taxes revert to the
State and a lien is taken on the prop-

erty If these taxes and penalties are
not paid In two years then the prop ¬

tarty becomes the property of the State
Each year when the sheriff of a coun-
ty settles with the Auditor an allow ¬

1ancp is made for tax claims soltlan
in this way thousands and thousands
of dollars in unpaid taxes are due to
the State and Mr James says they
must be paid and if they are paid
there will be plenty of money In the

treasuryThe
agent in McCracken

county alone reports that there are
50000 due the State from that cou

ty The amount due from Kenton and
Campbell counties and from Fayet
county he thinks Is equally as much
and the amount due from Jeffers
county he thinks will be four tlmesIthat amount In some of the
counties especially in Eastern Ken
tucky where the land Is rich In coal
and the development of the mines is
in progress the amount owed tl
State is enormous He says he will
play no favorites and only desires to
